FROZEN food giant Iceland is 
to open a branch in the former 
Woolworths store in Haverhill. 

The national retailer confirmed 
it has purchased the premises in 
High Street, as well 50 other 
former Woolworths stores across 
the country 

Tania Barry, spokeswoman for Iceland, 
said: “I can confirm that following the 
successful acquisition of 51 Woolworths 
stores, Iceland will be creating in the 
region of 2,500 jobs across the country in 
the coming year. 

“We are confident we can help to 
support the local community in these 
towns who have lost a major high street 
retailer in Woolworths. 

“We look forward to becoming part of 
your local community and helping to 
build a bright future for 2009.” 

She said that the time-scale for the 
opening of the Iceland store in Haverhill 
was not yet known. 

Woolworths stores in Haverhill and 
Saffron Walden were the last to go in the 
region last Tuesday with a combined loss 
of 50 jobs. 

The firm’s 807 stores closed throughout 
the final weeks of December and start of 
January after selling off stock, fixtures 
and fittings at discount prices. 

Sarah Howard, chair of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, welcomed the 
news. She said: “It is fantastic as it offers 
more employment to the town and means 
the High Street site won’t be left empty 

“We have had a number of shops close 
in the town in the last year, mostly estate 
agents, but the sites have been taken over 
quite quickly bucking the trend almost.

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Driver in 
fatal drug 
crash gets 
six years 


A DRIVER who caused 
the “wholly unnecessary” 
death of a grandfather 
while under the influence 
of drugs has been jailed 
for six years. 

Helen Nunn, of Ditton Fields, 
Cambridge, was driving a 
Toyota MR2 when it was 
involved in a four-vehicle smash 
in which Donald McCallum, a 
pensioner from Dartford, Kent, 
died. 

Nunn, 41, denied causing 
death by careless driving while 
under the influence of drugs 
but was convicted in a 
unanimous verdict by a jury at 
Cambridge Crown Court, who 
heard she had taken a large 
dose of amphetamines. 

She was sentenced last week 
by Judge Jonathan Haworth, 
who said he wanted to send out 
a clear message that driving 
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after taking drugs was 
unacceptable. He banned her 
from driving for five years. 

The accident happened on the 
northbound All close to Stumps 
Cross, Great Chesterford, as Mr 
McCallum was travelling to visit 
his family in Haverhill on Dec¬ 
ember 3,2007. 

He had hit the crash barrier 
close to the A505 slip road and 
was inspecting the damage to 
his vehicle. 

Three cars and a lorry had 
managed to drive around him 
before Nunn’s car clipped his 
vehicle and hit him. 

Claire Matthews, defending, 
said Nunn had suffered 
flashbacks since the accident 
and had struggled to come to 
terms with it. She said Nunn 
had shown remorse. 

The court heard Nunn had 
taken “a dose of amphet¬ 
amines” the day before the fatal 
crash, as was her habit a couple 
of times a week. 

Judge Haworth said: “When 
the following day your blood 
was tested, the concentration of 
amphetamines in your blood 
showed a high quantity 

“The effect of those drugs 
with regards to impairment of 
driving can last much longer 
than people think. It’s quite 
clear your ability to drive was 
impaired. 

“The unfortunate victim was 
standing by his car in the 
outside lane of the road having 
hit the barrier. A number of 
vehicles passed him without 
incident.

“Despite the fact you had 
ample time to brake you failed 
to react in time. The conse¬ 
quence was you drove into the 
car and into him. 

“In short, his death was 
wholly unnecessary. It was 
occasioned by your driving 
while under the influence of 
drugs.” 

He said the death was a 
tragedy for Nunn but a far 
greater tragedy for Mr 
McCallum and his family 

A spokesman for road safety 
charity Brake said: “Research 
suggests that a horrifying num¬ 
bers of casualties on our roads 
may involve drug drivers and 
it’s good to see the justice sys¬ 
tem actually catching, prosec¬ 
uting and punishing them.” 

“We need to see the 
Government helping the police 
and the courts to do their jobs 
effectively when dealing with 
people who have chosen to drive 
after taking drugs by urgently 
approving roadside drug testing 
devices.”

“It is a shame that Woolworths has 
gone but obviously this was a national 
event, not due to a local issue, and it’s 
encouraging that Iceland is moving in.” 

Mrs Howard said: “Iceland does tend to 
attract more footfall to a town centre so 
hopefully its arrival should have a knock- 
on effect on the other shops in the town. 
The more people attracted to the town, 
the more people are going to see and use 
the independent shops we have.” 

She added: “The new cinema complex 
is also attracting people to the town and 
the restaurants seem to be well used so 
although obviously times are very tough, 
there are some encouraging signs.” 

Tina Hanks, town centre manager for 
Haverhill, said: “The purchase of the 
former Woolworths store in Haverhill 
High Street by Iceland is yet another 
indication of the private sector 
investment which continues to be 
attracted into this growing town. 

Cllr Les Ager, mayor of Haverhill, said: 
“I think it’s good news. Iceland is a 
reputable company and it is good for the 
town that the property has been taken so 
quickly 

“Iceland’s products are usually good 
value and there are about 40 people who 
lost their jobs at Woolworths so it would 
be good news if they could be re¬ 
employed.”

AN MP will meet with 
members of an action 
group to discuss plans 
to enlarge a travellers’ 
site. 

Conservative MP for 
Suffolk West, Richard 
Spring, will meet mem¬ 
bers of the Wickham- 
brook Action Group to 
talk about the proposals 
for the site at Kelly’s 
Meadow, in Wickham- 
brook, this Friday They 
were due to meet at 
noon at Park Paddocks, 
Tattersalls, in New¬ 
market. 


The Government rec¬ 
ently allocated £97 mill¬ 
ion to provide extra 
pitches for gypsies and 
travellers. As a result, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is required to 
increase the number of 
pitches in the area. 

Mr Spring said: “Of 
course travellers need 
somewhere to live but 
we are talking about 
spending a ridiculous 
amount of money - 
£737,000 - on something 
that has the potential to 
divide the community, 


especially as the exist¬ 
ing travellers on site 
also recognise the huge 
cost to the taxpayer. 

“It is absurd that as a 
result of the absolute 
requirement by central 
government to increase 
the number of pitches 
on this site we would 
lose control of the num¬ 
ber of caravans out of 
the control of the 
present occupiers. This 
could produce a whole 
series of cost, environ¬ 
mental and enforcement 
problems.”

Q: THE company I work for hasn’t 
been doing so well recently and 
there are rumours they are going 
to be making a lot of people 
redundant. What are my rights in 
this situation? How do I know 
whether I’ve been chosen fairly 
and do I have to accept the 
redundancy? 

A: Where an employer is making 
20 or more employees redundant, 
this is called a “collective 
redundancy”. An employer 
making a collective redundancy 
has to consult with a recognised 
trade union where there is one. 
Where there is no recognised 
trade union, an employer should 
consult with employee 
representatives before issuing 
redundancy notices. 

You can only be dismissed 
because you are genuinely 
redundant, e.g. your company’s 
business, or part of the business, 


is ceasing to operate, moving to a 
different place, or the type of work 
required by the business has 
ceased or diminished or is 
expected to diminish. 

When your employer chooses 
who to make redundant, it is illegal 
to use selection criteria which 
discriminate against anyone 
because of their age, gender, race, 
disability, sexual orientation, 
religion or belief. For example, if all 
the people chosen for redundancy 
are women, this would usually be 
sex discrimination and unfair 
dismissal. 

To be entitled to statutory 
redundancy pay you need to have 
worked for the firm for at least two 
years continuously since the age 
of 16 and be an employee. Self- 
employed people do not qualify. 

If you do not meet these 
conditions, you won’t get a 
statutory redundancy payment, 
even if you are genuinely 
redundant. If you are excluded 
from statutory redundancy pay 
you may still be entitled to 
contractual redundancy pay from 
your employer under your 
contract. 

This is a complicated area and if 
you are in this position you should 
seek the help of an experienced 
adviser.

Couple’s anger over 
dumped rubbish pile 


A RETIRED couple woke up to 
discover a pile of rubbish had 
been dumped at the bottom of 
their garden. 

The fly-tipped haul included a 
fridge, microwave, computer and 
mattress as well as a supermarket 
trolley 

Rosemary and Alan Seaborn, of 
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Withersfield Road, Haverhill, said it 
was disgusting to find the debris and 
burnt out rubbish bags had been 
chucked in the brook and on the bank 
behind their home last week. 

Mr Seaborn said the people who 


had dumped the rubbish had “shown 
absolute disrespect for other people, 
the wildlife and the environment”. 

He added: “It is absolutely 
disgusting. These people have no 
moral upstanding at all.” 

Mrs Seaborn said she and her 
husband had spent nearly £30,000 on 
improving the area next to the brook 
by planting silver birch trees and 
having the bank grassed. 

She said she was “appalled” and 
“livid” when she found out what had 
happened. 

She added: “There are people out 
there that disregard people’s living 
environment and don’t dispose of 
rubbish in the correct manner. 

“They don’t want to pay so they just 
dump it on someone else’s land. 

“They are just undesirables we 
could do without. To me there is not a 
sentence strong enough to bring these 
people to order.” 

The couple have lived in the house 
for two and a half years but this is the 
first time they have experienced fly 
tipping. 

A spokeswoman for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency said the rubbish was 
due to be inspected today 

She said: “Technically it may well 
be the landowner’s responsibility to 
remove it, however if it is likely to 
cause a blockage and potentially 
flooding then we would remove it 
straight away If not, then we will try 
to get it sorted out another way 

“If there is any way we can trace 
the owner of the rubbish then we will 
and we do prosecute people for this 
kind of behaviour.”

‘You will get caught’ police 
warn drivers over the limit

POLICE are concerned 
about the dramatic rise 
in the number of motor¬ 
ists caught drink-driving 
over the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

Figures released by the 
Suffolk force show that 310 
motorists gave positive breath 
tests - more than three times 
the number caught in the 
previous year’s campaign. 

Jacqui Cheer, deputy chief 
constable and vice-chair of the 
Suffolk Roadsafe Board, said: 
“These results show a dramatic 
and disappointing rise in the 
number of people who are 
willing to risk their own lives 
and the lives of others by drink 
driving. 

“This is of great concern, but 
should also act as a warning - if 
you drink and drive, you will 
get caught. With almost 800 
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more people being breath tested 
in December ’08 compared to 
the year before, it is more likely 
than ever that you will be 
stopped. It is hard to believe 
that people are continuing to 
take such a huge risk. 

“The message is simple: if 
you’ve had a drink, don’t 
drive.” 

An average of 10 motorists 
were caught every day of the 
police campaign, which was 
carried out in December. They 
included the driver of a car 
which collided with the wall of 
a pub in Newmarket who was 
subsequently given a suspended 
jail sentence and banned from 
the road for five years. 

The campaign saw 3,858 
breath tests conducted by 
Suffolk officers. The number of 


positive tests equates to eight 
per cent compared with three 
per cent the previous year 
when just 94 drivers were found 
to be over the limit. 

Half the number of people 
who failed the breath test gave 
an alcohol reading of two or 
more times the legal limit, 
which is 35 micrograms of 
alcohol per 100ml of breath. 

A total of 79 drivers breath- 
tested after road crashes were 
found to be over the limit. 

The month-long Christmas 
drink drive campaign was part 
of a wider road safety cam¬ 
paign supported by Suffolk 
Roadsafe. 

Between September 1 and 
December 31, increased enforce¬ 
ment has seen officers catch 
1,711 people not wearing a 
seatbelt, 525 motorists using 
their mobile phones and 1,290 
drivers speeding.

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Man cleared 
of assault on 
taxi driver 


A PHARMACIST who said he 
lashed out at a taxi driver in a 
“moment of panic” because 
he feared he was about to be 
attacked has been cleared of 
assault. 

Steven Laycock, 51, kicked the man 
before striking him repeatedly across 
the back of the head with a torch. 

Mr Laycock, of Church Street, 
Withersfield, claimed that taxi driver 
Raymond Dean, 43, had been acting 
in an intimidating manner. 

After hearing Mr Laycock give 
evidence, a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court found him not guilty of assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm, an 
offence he had denied. 

Mr Laycock admitted that he had 
shone a high-powered torch towards 
Mr Dean’s taxi as it travelled through 
Withersfield late on the evening of 
June 8 last year. 

But he said his only intention had 
been to ensure that the driver was 
aware that he and his wife were 
walking along a section of road 
where there was no footpath and to 
encourage the car to slow down. 

The court heard that Mr Laycock, 
who had been out for the evening at 
the White Horse public house in 
Withersfield, believed that the taxi 
driven by Mr Dean had been 
travelling in excess of the 30mph 
speed limit which he said was a 
common problem in the village. 

Mr Dean told the court that he had 


been on his way to pick up a fare at 
the same pub where Mr Laycock and 
his wife spent the evening and had 
become aware of a very bright light 
being shone at him. 

He saw a couple walking along the 
road and pulled out to avoid them, 
said Mr Dean, but the light continued 
to be shone towards his vehicle. 

Mr Dean said: “It was blinding me. 
I was forced to stop. By this time I had 
gone past the person with the torch. I 
rolled back and wound down the 
passenger window to say that there 
was no need for the torch in my face”. 

After Mr Dean tried to push Mr 
Laycock’s torch, which was still 
pointing towards him, to one side he 
was kicked on the leg by Mr Laycock. 

Mr Dean said that while he was 
doubled up trying to defend himself a 
series of blows delivered with the 
torch that Mr Laycock was holding 
rained down on the back of his head. 
He later required treatment in the 
accident and emergency department 
of Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Mr Laycock said it was his habit to 
carry his high-powered torch at 
shoulder height to illuminate the way 
ahead and to help warn motorists of 
his presence. 

After Mr Dean got out of his cab 
carrying a torch, Mr Laycock became 
concerned. He said: “I was quite 
frightened. My assumption was that 
he was going to do something. I 
wasn’t quite sure what.”

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Big new plans 
for hospital to 
help little lives 


PLANS are under way 
for a £28 million ext¬ 
ension of the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, to 
cope with the Cam¬ 
bridge region’s soaring 
birth-rate while giving 
mothers and babies 
better care. 

The Rosie is set for a three- 
storey extension, creating a 
midwifery-led birthing unit 
and doubling the number of 
intensive care cots for the 
sickest babies from 27 to 58. 

New housing develop¬ 
ments and rapid population 
growth around Cambridge 
are driving the plans. 

Another factor is a move to 
specialist centres for the 
most complex births led by 
the East of England Strat¬ 
egic Health Authority (SHA).

project expected to start in 
late autumn this year. 

Stephen Graves, the hosp¬ 
itals’ director of corporate 
development, said: “The goal 
of this is to improve care for 
the local population, but also 
to deliver specialist care for 
the wider population and 
improve the quality of the 
environment within which 
we can deliver that care.” 

The 10-bed midwifery-led 
birthing unit will allow 
mothers to stay in one room 
under a single midwife - 
instead of switching from 
delivery room to ward and 
being under the supervision 
of teams of doctors and 
midwives. 

Dr Mary Archer, the

hospitals’ chairman, noted in 
a recent report to governors 
that she met with the SHA to 
discuss “the trust’s urgent 
need to extend the Rosie”. 

The Rosie, given top rating 
by the Healthcare Comm¬ 
ission last year, was designed 
for between 3,000 and 4,000 
births a year when it opened 


25 years ago. 

But the hospital saw 5,200 
births last year, a 7 per cent 
increase on the previous 
year. 

With the extension, the 
Rosie could cater for up to 
7,000 births a year. 

The birthing unit would be 
on the ground floor of the 


extension, with foetal 
medicine and support 
services, such as caesarean 
surgery on the first floor and 
neonatal intensive care cots 
on the second floor. 

The trust plans to finance 
the project through its own 
cash surplus and borrowing 
from Government schemes.

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Ace Alan goes 
back to roots 


ALAN Bircher made it to 
the top in the gruelling 
world of open-water 
swimming. 

Now the Haverhill swimmer is 
turning his hand to coaching at 
his old stomping ground of West 
Suffolk, hoping he can make a 
similar splash from poolside. 

Bircher has linked up with 
head coach and former club-mate 
Daniel Pilbrow to become 
distance and fitness trainer, with 
the aim of bringing the good 
times back to the club. 

“I knew I’d stop swimming at 
the end of last season whether I 
went to the Olympics or not,” 
said Bircher, who missed out on 
Beijing but whose career 
highlights include silvers at the 
World and European Champion¬ 
ships in 2004. 

“This is the club where both 
myself and Dan grew up as 
swimmers. He had a lot of work 
on, so it’s a good place to start my 
coaching career and help him. 

“The club has gone through 
some tough times and just

needed a couple of guys to have a 
fresh outlook on it and that’s 
what we’re aiming to do. 

“We want to get the club back 
to where it was, because it’s a 
quality club which has produced 
several junior internationals and 
two senior internationals in 
myself and Jess Craig. 

“I think there were seven head 
coaches in eight years and they 
all wanted to put their own ideas 
in place, so the kids haven’t had 
any stability. Hopefully, that will 
change with myself and Dan. 

“There’s a long way to go, but 
we can get there.” 


Bircher, 27, took his first steps 
in coaching by helping girlfriend 
Stefanie Biller to second place in 
the Women’s Marathon 
Swimming Grand Prix series last 
year. 

But while the German was 
already a swimmer with a big 
pedigree, Bircher hopes he can 
use his racing experience to find 
her successors at West 
Suffolk. 

Having reached the top of his 
game, though, he warned he was 
“a perfectionist” and will 
expect high standards from his 
charges. 

“I’ve always been coached by 
people who had good 
personalities. But were pretty 
hard on you as well, and I’m 
going to be the same,” said 
Bircher. 

“I’ll have a good laugh with the 
kids, but when it’s time for 
business, there won’t be too 
much nicey-nicey stuff from me. 

“Coming from a professional 
background to an amateur 
situation, I will try to raise that 
bar. 


“They needed someone to do 
that and the kids have responded 
well to it. I’ve been taking a 
group of five guys who were 
identified as being capable of 
taking the club forward in 
distance swimming and they’ve 
achieved my expectations over 
the first three months, but they’ll 
have to continue doing that for 
the rest of the season. 

“I’m a very driven person and I 
want us to get as many swimmers 
to national championships as we 
can - if we can get two or three 
this year, I’ll be happy.” 

The former Bath University 
swimmer is doing his bit to help 
restore the profile of West 
Suffolk outside the pool, going as 
far as running a marathon 
around Disney World in Florida 
to raise funds for the club. 

Bircher has also landed a deal 
for the club with TYR swimwear 
and wants to help overhaul their 
website to give it a more 
professional look. 

He said: “Myself and Dan want 
to do our best to get West Suffolk 
noticed again.”
